Cleveland, Ohio, February 27.—An 
f@mazing description of how unscrupu- 
Ions business men with political pull 
procured thousands of gallons of whis- 


ky from bonded warehouses for boot- 
leg use was bared in the terse con- 
tents of an indictment returned Fri- 
day by a federal grand jury. 

e indictments named Joshua E. 
Russell, federal prohibition director 
of Ohio: Merle B. Copeland, his chief 
Clerk, and eight other Ohioans, among 
whom were brokers, “politicians,” an 
atiorney and a millionaire. 

All were charged on two counts 
With conspiracy to violate the fed- 
eral prohibition law. 

Several other persons, including 
Abe Ungerleider, Columbus, Ohno, 
’ financier and the man mentioned in 
the Daugherty investigation as having 
contributed $50,000 to the 1920 re- 

ublican campaign fund, were named, 
ut not indicted, because they traded 
testimony for immunity. 

Mrs. Willebrandt Conducted Probe. 

The entire investigation, which be- 
gan here a week ago, was personally 
conducted by Mrs. Mabel Willebrandt, 
essistant United States attorney gen- 
eral. 

Those indicted with Russell and 
Copeland included: 

William Barnett, senior member of 
a Columbus, Ohio, investment firm 
and known as an Ohio “political 
power.” 

Armand Gardos, fugitive president 
of the Armund Drug & Candy Co., 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

Harry Grossberg, Cleveland, broker 
and attorney for the Armand con- 
cern. 

Veter Higgins, Youngstown, Ohio, 
miilionaire and former Jiquor dealer, 

Charles Fleps, chauffeur for Hiz- 
gins; Patrick J. Scanlon and Edwarid 
Seanlon, his brother; and Frank 
Ecckles. son-in-law of P. J. Scanlon, 
all of Youngstown. 

Manipulated Permits. 

The indictment charged that the 
Columbus men named in the indict- 
ment manipulated the permit phase 
of the alleged conspiracy and that 
the Cleveland and Youngstown men 
distributed the liquor. 

The investment company dealt in 
the permits, according to the indict- 
ment. The Armand Drug & Candy 
Coe. procured the basic whisky per- 
miis. Withdrawals were made from 
the Haynor distillery, Troy, Ohio. 

The indictment set forth that “on 
May 11, 1921, to June 1, 1922, tie 
Armand Drug & Candy Co. was au- 
thorized with basic permits to do a 
wholesale liquor business not exceed- 

gallons during a quarterly 


for legitimate medicinal use was small 
compared with the quantity available.

22,416 Gallons Withdrawn. 

The indictment stated that between 
May 11, 1921, and June 1, 1922, **22,-

Ungerleider, the indict- 
ment alleged, received $52,500 from 
Peter Higgins between November 7, 
1921, and April 15, 1922, for whisky 
delivered. “Harry Grossberg paid 
Gardos $5.000 on two occasions,” the 
jury feund, and Ungerleider paid 
Barnett $15,000 between November 
7, 1921. and April 15, 1922. 

Grossberg, it was charged, obtained 
withdrawal permite for 2.250 gallons 
of whisky which was diverted to Pe- 
ter Higgins, the Scanlons, Ecckles 
and Fleps for beverage purpose:.

from Osler and others the evidence 
which it desired. 

Judge Kennedy cited the fact that 
Osler, when under examination in 
Canada, had testified that he had no 
recollection of the distribution of 
bonds which the government alleges 
found their way into the possession 
of Sinclair and then into the posses- 
sion of Fall.

Miami, Fla., February 27.—James 
Edgar Martine, former United States 
cenator from New Jersey, and one of 
the most distinguished solonms during 
the presidency of Woodrow Wilson, 


died Thursday night in the home of 
Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Cowan, where 
he was living during his stay here. 

According to Mrs. Cowan, he had 
been ill for the last week, but refused 
to go to a hospital for treatment. 
Apoplexy was determined as the cause 
of his death. Mrs. Cowan was with 
him duting his last moments and said 
that his last request was to give his 
sister, Miss Ella Martine, his gold 
watch. 

Only a few intimate friends knew 
that Senator Martine was in Miami. 
He came to the city from his home 
at Plainfield, N. J.. on January 3. 
During his stay in Miami he was rare- 
ly seen with anyone, for he preferred 
to go for leng walks alone. 

Always Very Reserved. 

During his stay in Miami he was 
always very reserved and apparently 
did net care to make any friends, Per- 
sons who lived in the same house with 
him say that he was hard to approach 
and that he never talked about him- 
self or told anyone about his af- 
fairs. 

He would leave the house alone, 
would be gone for several hours and 
return alone and no one knew whiere 
he went or what he had done. 

Within week of his death, he 
seemed to*be in fairly good health, 
for he walked’ spryly about and fre- 
quently tapped his cane sharply as 
he made a remark in that clear voice 
which was so often heard in the 
senate. “ 


Refused to Go to Hospital. 


About a week ago, a_ physician 
who was caring for the minor ail- 
ments advised him to gv to a hospital 
but the former senator declared at 
the time that he was determined to 
make his way about until the end. 

His death was not announced at 
once by Mrs. Cowan for fear of the 
effect it would have on his sister, 
Miss Ella Martine, who is said to be 
in ill health. His immediate relatives 
have been advised of the death and 
are expected to arrive in Miami Sun- 
day to arrange for the shipment of 
the body to-New Jersey. 


MARTINE WAS ACTIVE 
IN NEW JERSEY POLITICS. 

Trenton, N. J, February 27.— 
Former Senator James Edgar Mar- 
tine succeeded John Keen as United 
States senator from New Jersey, 
March 4, 1911, «nd thereny had the 
distinction of being the first senator 
from an eastern state who obtained 
his election as a result of a direct 
vote of the people. 

Mr. Martine was elected senator in 
a joint session of the legislature on 
J-nuary 23, 1911, after an exciting 
campaign resulting from the demand 
that the legislature acquiesce in the 
choice made in the direct primaries 
on September 13, 1910. Under the di- 
rect primary law, Mr. Martine sub 
mitted himself as an aspirant for the 
democratic nomination fuer United 
States senator.

When Hittler merched in, 
surrounded by a group. of brown-

This was the assertion here Thurs- 
day of Arthur Nash, Cincinnati cloth- 
ing manufacturer and known all over 
the world as “Golden Rule” Nash, as 
he stood at the door of his private 
car, “Commonwealth,” in which he 
has heen spending the past two weeks 
in Florida. He had just completed 
a tour of Atlanta as guest of the 
Atlanta Convention and Tourist bu- 
reau, and he spoke with a deep tone 
of sincerity. 

Mr. Nash stopped in Atlanta at 
the invitation of the bureau, and spent 
the greater part of the limited time 
he had here looking over the’ city’s 
residential sections. The tour of the 


Jcity took him through Druid Hills sec- 


tion, Emory university, Ansley Park, 
Paces Ferry road and ended with 
a trip to Grant park and the cyclo- 
rams, which Mr. Nash eaid he would 
not Pave missed seeing for anything. 


Xo impressed was the Cincinnatian | 
with Atlanta’s growth and future pos 
sib’fities that he authorized the state- | 


inent as he was leaving the city that 
in all his travels he had seen only two 
southern cities that he would consider 
as his home, Atlanta being one of 
them He admitted that Atlanta had 
the elge on the other cicy in that it 
commanded more nearly the center 
of the stage in a commercial and 
transportation way. 

Mr. Nash was enthusiastie about 
Atlanta’s beautiful homes. He de- 
Clared Emory university to be a mar- 
vel of beauty, and he admired the 
substantial character of Atlanta’s 
banking and business institueions. He 
remarked on the fact that he had 
spent two weeks in Florida and had 
not been called on by a réal estate 
agent, although he was not traveling 
incegnito.

“soldan rule” plan, Seen by news- 
ruper men in Atlanta Thursday, he 
was asked what led him to adopt this 
policy in industry.

Is the Russian Peasant W aking? 


BY WM. ENGLISH WALLING 


(Approaching famine in Rus- 
sia, as a result of the poor har- 
vest forecast for 1925, gives the 
peasants a power that is already 
felt by the soviet leaders.) 


The peasants of Russia are the 
people of Russia. There are 120,- 
000,000 of them and they will decide 

the fate of the 
country. 

‘The peasants 

have never ac- 
cepted soviet 
rule, except un- 
der compulsion. 
They have re- 
volted against 
it in thousands 
of cases, they 
have fought 
against it, and 
when they could 
they have voted against it. They have 
heen executed, imprisoned and exiled 
in enormous numbers. They have re- 
fused to pay taxes or to plant grain 
for the soviets to expropriate—thus 
striking not only at the food supply 
of the soviet army, but at the eco-, 
nomic foundation of the whole soviet 
system. 

In the comparatively good crop 
years, 1923 and 1924, the soviets con- 
sciously made the export of grain 
from this starving and agriculturally 
backward country the basis of their 
economic policy. This monstrous 
policy of maintaining the dictatorship 
of an international sect at the cost 
of millions of Russian lives. has 
brought peasant discontent to a new 
pitch and the _ bolshevists openly 
recognize it. Since the famous “new 
economic policy’ of 1921, graciously 
allowing—as +a concession to the 
peasants—a_ strictly limited amount 
of petty private trading, they have 
publicly and. fully admitted the 
gravity of the peasant menace. Their 
explicit statements show they have 
tried to meet it without giving - the 
peasant any voice in the government 
and without leaving him a_ larger 
part of the products cf his labor. 
These concessions have not made 
much of a hit with the peasants. 


Last December, in the first stage of 
the soviet national “election,” .the 


peastnas elected an anti-communist 
majority so overwhelming that the 
soviety dictators took the extraordi- 
nary step of postponing the national 
congress from January to April, and 
President Kalinin explained that new 
elections must be held evérywhere 
“where elections turned out bad?y and 
gave undesirable results.” 

By January the soviets were beaten 
also in the villages and decided on 
another “strategic retreat.” They 
decided benignly to allow the peas- 
ants to fill the petty village offices 
they had failed to occupy with com- 
munists. But so complete is the 
control of the Moscow censor over al] 
American news bearing a Russian 
date line that they were able to pub- 
lish many columns describing this 
grudging compliment to the efficacy 
(within narrow limits) of the peas- 
ants’ passive resistance as a general] 
extension of suffrage. 

This propaganda went on for thir- 
ty days utnil Zinovieff himself, one of 
the soviet triumvirates, slowed up 
its falsity and brought it to a sud- 
den conclusion by declaring that to 
construe the so-called electoral reform 
as meaning democracy for the peas- 
ants was ridiculous, that ‘‘as long as 
the bolshevist party, Leninism and 
the real dictatorship of the proletariat 
exist the party will stand above the 
government.” 

The peasants are wianing—slowly 
and at the price of horrible suffering 
—while Kussia continues to degene- 
rate and the world continues to suf- 
fer from Moscow’s underground war- 
fare against all other governments. 
The peasants are winning and they 
could not fail to win. But it may 
be a long and tough struggle. Let us 
be on guard as t@ what Moscow says 
it. If we want to understand 
is in Russia—and 
creat events seem to be brewing, 
especially in the agricultural  sec- 
tions—we must learn to see through 
the Moseow censorship. 
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Editor Manufacturers’ Record Urges 
Georgia Exhibit in Southern Exposition 


Kditor Constitution: I am just in 
receipt of a letter from H. M. Atkin- 
son, of the Georgia Railway & Power 
company, in which he tells me he has 
taken sufficient space in the Southern 
exposition to be held in New York, 
to make an elaborate and expensive 
exhibit. I feel like congratulating all 
of Georgia upon this action of the 
Georgia Railway & Power company, 
and this brings to mind the tremend- 
ous work which The Constitution did, 
when making possible the first Atlan- 
fa exposition, which marked a_ turn- 
ing point in the history and develop- 
ment of the south. The Constitution, 
so far as I can remember, lead in that 
Freat work at that time. Other 
Georgia papers enthusiastically joined 
and the outcome was an exposition 
that was heralded broadly throughout 
the entire country, 


I have long felt that the greatest 
move that the south could now make 
would be to have an adequate expo- 
sition of* its resources and its de- 
velopments in.the city of New York, 
which has hecome the financial center 
of not only this country, but the 
world. A great southern exposition 
held there would give the south an 
opportunity to push itself bodily and 
boldly into the very heart of the 
business section of this country. Its 
good, I think, would be immeasurable. 
It would not only ‘stimulate the 
southern people themselves, for out- 
side publicity always creates greater 
enthusiasm back at home, while at 
the same time drawing brains, brawn 
and capital to the section advertised. 

Too Much Politics. 

Georgia has been suffering too 
much from concentrating its atten- 
tion on politics. It has fallen sonte- 
what behind on its opportunities. It 
is necessary that the leaders in the 
state should make such a hold move 
as the leaders of those days made 
when they created the first Atlanta 
exposition more than forty years 


go. 

When the Southern exposftion for 
New York was proposed by William 
J. Sirrine, of Greenville, S. C., who 
had made a great success of four or 
five textile expositions at Greenville, 
I felt the movement was one which 
should receive the hearty commenda- 
tion of the south at large. 

I have no connection with the en- 
terprise whatever, or its management, 
and therefore I am speaking wholly 
from the viewpoint of my interest in 
the welfare of the people of the south 
as a whole. I believe the exposition 
offers an exceptional opportunity tor 
the good of the whole south. if the 
people of the south will utilize the 
situation and make exhibits worthy 
of their resources and achievements. 
I believe if carried out in this way it 
will give to eastern papers the op- 
portunity of giving praise to the 
south that they have never given Ip 


the past. Wisely planned, these ex- 


hibits could tell the story to millions 
of people in the east, such as they 
have never known in regard to the 
south, for in addition to the attend- 
ance at the exposition, the newspa- 
pers and magazines of the whole east 
would be certain to feature the ex- 
position and its exhibits. 

I have been wondering, therefore, 
if you and the other Atlanta and 
Georgia papers could not-back this 
movement and make certain that 
Georgia will have an exhibit of its 
great mineral resources, its clays, its 
granites, its marbles, its water power, 
its agricultural resources and other 
things which could be made to show 
what Georgia has, the utilization of 
which would add enormously to the 
wealth of its people. 

Should Have Ewhibit. 

The failure of the state legislature 
to make an appropriation for a, state 
exhibit could, it seems to me, be 
overcome by leading men and _ busi- 
ness organizations in Atlanta and 
other parts of the state, following the 
example of the Georgia Railway & 
Power company, which would make 
certain that Georgia will be ade- 
quately represented, 

Under the leadership of Dr. A. W. 
Soule, a substantial exhibit could be 
made of Georgia’s agricultural re- 
sources. Under the leadership of Dr. 
McCallie and J. M. Mallory, indus- 
trial agent of the Central Railroad 
of Georgia, there couid be gathered 
an exhibition of mineral resources 
which would be certain to command a 
close study of opportunities for the 
development of minerals of every 
kind. 

Within the last few weeks Mr. 
Payne. president of the International 
iixposition company. which has staged 
all of the great exhibits held in Grand 
Central Palace in New York since 
that. building was erected, has become 
identified with the Southern exposi- 
tion as business manager. He will 
cooperate to the fullest extent with 
the present officers, and he writes me 
that he will throw his entire organi- 
zation into an aggressive campaign to 
secure adequate exhibits and to see 
that the exposition is properly adver- 
tised in the east through the fullest 
publicity in advance and during its 
existence, 

In the interest of Georgia, and the 
south at large, would it not be desir- 
able for you to look carefully into the 
matter and then enter upon a cam- 
paign as vigorously as the one which 
you recently fought against the “‘Pis- 
iol Toting Habit.”” You did a great 
work in that and you aroused the 
whole state to the danger of carrying

Reaching 
An Impasse. 


The French debt is assuming the 
alarming proportions of a great in- 
ternational crisis. President Coolidge 
has told the representatives of the 
French republic that our debt te 
France is wiped out and that we 
ought to get down to business.

Both Poincare 
and Herriot have done their utmest 
to get Germany start paying and yet 
they are criticized severely for at- 
tempting to coerce the fatherland, 
There is an inconsistency here which 
is becoming more apparent every

And Crime. 


A news dispatch from Moseow 
tells of the ideal surroundings in the 
Cheka jail in the capital of sovietism. 
It appears that the commissars take 
quite a delight in dragging foreiga 
correspondents to this place to point 
with pride to the modern, up-to-date 
methods of penology and the hu- 
mane, “gentlemanly” treatment of 
political prisoners. The jail is a 
former hotel. There are modern sini- 
lary arrangements and  Kerensky’s 
war minister, one of the inmates, 
was found to have a beautiful room, 
“with gorgeous Persian rug.” an elee- 
tric stove and a darge writing table, 
we are told by a visitor. It seems 
political prisoners get a better show 
than mere “communist grafters.” for 
they must languish in dungeons, if 
they are not executed right off. Of 
course even political prisoners may 
have to face the firing squad, but then 
they have at least the satisfaction of 
having spent their last hours in a 
well-appointed prison. The soft treat- 
ment of political prisoners is not 
without precedent in history. Hugo 
Grotius, aristocratic republican and 
opponent of the House of Orange. had 
something resembling a throne room 
at the castle of Loevestein; Caillaux, 
ex-premier of France, enjoyed all the 
comforts of home life while incarce- 
rated, but the unfortunates who fell 
in the hands of the French royalist 
police prior to the revolution of 1789 
were actually buried alive in the Bas- 
tille. Political crimes were not such 
serious offenses in the days of Fred- 
erick the Great. The crime of crimes 
for the dashing young officers of the 
royal guard was to fall in love with 
the kings’ sister. That constituted 
high treason, punishable by spending 
the rest of their lives in the dungeons 
of Spandau.

New York, February 27.—There 
should be a cure for the stage-struck 
girl at the Stage Door Inn. ‘This is 
a luncheon and din¢er place on’ West 
48th street run for the benefit of 
those stranded on theatrical shoals. 


The waitresses are jobless chorus 
girls and the waiting list of appli- 
cants is enormous. Some of them 
are able to work only a day or so a 
week so that others in distress may 
have their chance. Most all of them 
have had varied stage experience. 

_ No position in New York is so 
flimsy as that of the chorus girls. 
Her meagre salary at best provides 
only a hall bedroom and meals at 
cafes known mostly by initials. There 
are frequently six and seven weeks 
between engagements. 

‘A very slim percentage of musical 
shows last more than four months 
and the majority zip to Cain's store- 
house inside of a month. And at 30 
unless the chorus girl is particularly 
deft at cosmetic camouflage she is told 
she is too old, 

Musical show rehearsals are the 
most trying ordeals that a girl ean 
face. Tt means work from morning 
until late into the night with sand- 
wicheson the fly as meals. She must 
face a director whose nerves are al- 
most always at the breaking point. 

And after five weeks of this and 
perhaps a week out of town, the show 
may come to Broadway to “flop” in 
less than a week. Again the dreary 
round of theagencies and the tedious 
waits in the anteroom with the final 
“Nothing doing today. Come again!” 

Ont-of-town engagements—or the 
road tours—have never proved so 
dlisastrous as they have this  vear. 
More than 500 chorus girls have heen 
foreed to depend on the private collee- 
tion of friends for railroad fare back 
to Broadway. 


A top-notch vaudeville comedian 
was recently assigned by a tactless 
stage manager to a fifth floor dress- 
ing room while a group of Chinese 
acrobats had a favored room on the 
stage floor. The comedian sulked for 
several days and then he was struck 
by a bright idea. He collected a dozen 
makeup towels, loaded -with grease 
paint, threw them in the room of ‘the

UPSHAW MAKES PLEA 
TO REPEAL SURCHARGE. 

Washington, February 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-Representative Upshaw, of 
Georgia, made a speech in the house 
Friday, urging adoption of the sen- 
ate amendment to the executive of- 
fices appropriation bill, abolishing the 
Pullman surcharge. The amendment 
was defeated by the house, 255 to 125. 

‘The gentlemen who “ae is -preneled 
me have seemed greatly afraid that 
congress will transgress its functions 
by becoming a rate-making body,’ Up- 
shaw said. “I do not conceive at all 
that any dangerous thing is being 
done by the propos#l to repeal this 
surcharge. Congress certainly has the 
right to act as a guardian of the 
rights of the people, when government 
bureaus fail to function in their be- 
half. Not merely the commercial trav- 
elers, but millions besides them have 
vigorously protested against the vici- 
ous practice of continuing war-time 
excesses six years after the close of 
the war. It is a weak answer for 
the opponents of this repeal to say 
that we who favor repeal are legislat- 
ing for only 4 per cent of the travel- 
ing public. We are legislating for 
the rights of 100 per cent. Every man 
and woman who travels on a train 
ought to be permitted to provide for 
health and comfort by going to bed 
at night without being penalized in 
peace time by such a tantalizing and 
unnecessary relic of war. 

Attacks Further Subsidy. 

“After the Pullman company pays 
the railroads $12,000,000 a year for 
hauling the Pullman cars, it is an 
unthinkable proposition that we 
should vote here today to add $37,- 
000.000 more to the comfortable and 
mounting railroad earnings through 
this outrageous surcharge.

Divorce Courts Jammed. 


| In accepting the  presentments

Grants Numerous Divorces. 
“Fulton county grants from 
to 1,000 divorces a year. 
/are so jammed with them that one 
week out of every two months has 
heen set aside.for trying them, and 
yet they come. 

“Under existing laws and condi- 
tions, courts are powerless to act and 
false and fraudulent testimony is dis- 
covered in many cages several months 
after the final divorce deerce has 
been granted, In most cases the 
divorcee has already moved, leaving 
no trace of his whereabouts, and 
; corrective measures, therefore, are 
thwarted. 

“My pameation is that the county 
commission engage a competent court 
stenographer to take the testimony 
at all first hearings. These would

Presentments of Jury 

Referring to the alleged eteboidnct 
of certain members of the bar and 
the alleged fraudulent practices im 
the Fulton county diverce courts, the 
presentinents say: 

“We further recommend that the 
Atlanta Bar association give investi- 
gation to certain class of lawyers 
who are a part of the Atlanta bar 
and whose professional as well as 
personal practices render them un- 
fit to be members. of a _ profession 
which in days gone by was recog- 
nized and expected as a profession 
composed only of men of worth and 
character. We are prompted in rec- 
ommending this house cleaning on 
the part of the Atlanta bar by the 
knowledge which has come to our 
attention by the indictment by the 
grand jury from time to time of cer- 
tain parties who are licensed law- 
yers.”” 

Misguided sympathy by the courts 
and by the executive officers of the 
state in granting paroles to persons 
convicted of crimes also came in for 
criticism by the grand jury. 

Investigation of the practices of 
professional bondsmen was recom- 
mended, as was a prob of the opera- 
tions of junk dealers, some of whom, 
it was charged, “frequently appear 
to be mere ‘fences,’ places which en- 
courage others in criminal practices.” 

“We deplore the fact that so many 
people come to Fulton county to es- 
tablish a temporary residence for the 
purpose of procuring a divorce. They 
seek to take advantage of the fact 
that there are six terms of the Fulton 
superior court a year. It has come 
to our attention that many divorces 
have been and are being obtained iv 
this court on fraudulent testimony 

“Under the present conditions the 
courts are powerless to act on these 
matters unless they are brought to 
the attention of the court by official 
process, and this depends more or 
less on chance of discovery of fraud 
by an aggrieved party. We therefore 
recommend that the county commis- 
sioners investigate this matter and 
that some steps be taken at once to 
stop this evil and to protect the court 
from this kind of fraud, and to pro- 
tect innocent parties from the injury 
consequent upon this practice.”

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bus service connecting with its street 
railway lines at Dill avenue and Sy!l- 
van road and operate over the xame

The question of fare for this tem- 
porary bus service was not fixed. It 
was understood that this phase of the 
matter would have to be settled satis- 
factorily to the committee before the 
crosstown company’s service would be 
discontinued. ~The present fare on the 
busses is ten cents from 
either end of the line to the center of 
town, or in fact to the other terminus. 

In event that the conditions are 
not met by the power company, it 
was voted to grant the petition of 
the Crosstown Express company, but 
to terminate the rights January 
1926, assuring residents of Morning- 
side and Sylvan Hills some kind of 
bus service for at least the remainder 
of the year. 

Quick Answer Promised. 

Mr. Arkwright, who attended the 
meeting, stated that he was unable 
to say whether the company would 
meet the conditions set forth, but 
promised that he would notify the 
committee before Monday's council 
meeting, as council is very anxious 
to make some definite disposal of the 
matter before the anti-jitney' ordi- 
nance becomes effective March 8. 

Lines to be operated by the com- 
pany formed by Mr. Arkwright and 
Mr. Atkinson, which would be an 
auxiliary to the Georgia Railway. and 
Power company, would extend to 
both Morningside and Sylvan - Hills 
districts, as well as traversing Ans- 
ley park and several other sections 
not served by street cars. 

One of the routes proposed by the 
power company would start at the 
intersection of Mitchell and Spring 
streets, extend on Spring to Four- 
teenth, then to Peachtree street, to 
Peachtree circle, to Inman circle, to 
Seventeeth street, to The Prado, to 
Maddox drive, to Avery drive, to Pied- 
ment avenue, and on Morningside 
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drive to Rock Springs avenue. 

The other would start at tha same 
iimeture, extending on Spring to 
West Peachtree. to Sixth, to Juniper, 
Kighth, to Jackson, to Tenth, to 
North Boulevard, to Coosledge. to 
Park drive, and on Virginia to High- 
land avenue, | 

Opposition Probable. 

Some opposition in council Monday 
was predicted by the fact that the 
recommendation will go to council 
with only a nejority report of the 
street committee, two members hav- 
ing voted against it. Alderman J. YW. 
Carpenter and Chairman Horace 
Russell signed the adverse report. 

Action of the committee is in ac- 
cord with sentiment expressed by 
Mayor Walter A. Sims and members 
of the special traction committee of 
eouncil since their return from an 
Inspection tour of New Orleans and 
Houston, Texas. Both the mayor and 
committee members favor placing the 
entire transportation system under 
one responsible head, and issuance of 
interchangeable transfers from car to 
bus. of vice versa, 

Granting of the one permit and 
denying of others was brought about 
when the street committee adopted 
recommendations of a subcommittee, 
Councilman W. E. Saunders. chair- 
man, which reported Friday after in- 
vestigating all three petitions. 


Report on Petition. 


Regarding the Arkwright-Atkinson 
petition, the subcommittee’s report 
stated : 

“The petition by H. M. Atkinson 
and P. 8S. Arkwright. on behalf of a 
company to be owned by the Georgia 
Railway & Power company, to operate 
two coach routes along Spring street, 
une of the routes serving the Ansley 
park and Morningside territory and 
the other serving HKighth street, Boys’ 
‘High school and Virginia avenue ter- 
‘ritory, is strictly in accordance with 
the intentien and spirit of the jitney 
ordinance. These routes serve new 
territory not now adequately served 
by public transportation systems. They 
avoid the streets on which street cars 
are operating and use such streets 
only to a very small extent where 
necessary to get from one street to 
another where there are no street 
cars. The routes are the same 
routes practically which are recom- 
mended in the Beeler report and will 
be run in coordination with the street 
car system as part of one whole pub- 
lic transportation system in the city 
of Atlanta. 

“We recommend that the petition 
of H. Atkinson and P. S. Arkwright 
be granted.” 

Violate Ordinance. 


Failure of routes proposed by the 
town Express company and the 
negro coach lines to comply with the 
jitney ordinance is the principal basis 
on which denial of their petitions was 
recommended, although the report 
stated that equipment of both con- 


cerns is in pom condition. A large 
part of both lines, according to the 
renert of the subcommittee, extends 
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‘serves the same section included in 
the petition of the wer. company, 
with the exception Spring street, 
but that while the power company’s 
proposed line runs down Fourteenth 
and Spring streets, opening service to 
a section not now reached by cars or 
busses, the Crosstown” express pro- 
poses to run down Fifteenth street, 
down Peachtree to Whitehall, on out 
Whitehall, #nd on Stewart avenue— 
all of which now are occupied by 
street-car lines. 


“Busses in Poor Shape.” 


The committee, which, in addition 
fo Councilman Saunders, was com- 
posed of Councilman R. F. Penning- 
ton and C. G. Allen, also stated that 
the Crosstown busses are in very 
bad condition and cannot be used 
much longer. 

For those reasons, and because the 
Crosstown busses, at the south end, 
serve only approximately seven-tenths 
of a mile not covered by street cars. 
the committee recommended denial of 
the petition on condition that the pow- 
er company furnishes adequate 
transportation from the car line at 
Fifteenth and Peachtree streets out 
through Ansley park and to Morning- 
side. If the power company does 
not agree to furnish that service, how- 
ever, the Crosstown express permit 
will. be granted. 

“We find the busses operated by 
the Atlanta Colored Coach Lines, 
Inc., to be in deplorable condition,” 
the report said, “and they should be 
removed from the streets as a mat- 
ter of safety to those who patronize 
them. The bodies are about to fall 
to pieces and the general appearance 
is not to the credit of Atlanta.” 

In addition, the subcommittee re- 
ported, busses parallel street-car 
tracks for all but a short part of 
the route, and instead of assisting 
the traffic situation, in reality make 
it worse by adding to its congestion. 

Warns Against Monopoly. 

J. KR. Smith, representing the 
Crosstown express, told of the im 
portance of furnishing adequate serv- 
ice to Morningside and Sylvan Hills, 
and also warned against a monopoly 
of transportation facilities. He ask- 
ed that service of his line not be 
interrupted, at least until the power 
company is ready to install its busses. 

Mr. Arkwright charged that the 
present busses parallel car lines in 
order to pick up passengers and that 
owners refuse to take the busses off 
Peachtree and Whitehall streets be- 
cause they would “starve to death.” 
He said that they could not operate 
only from the end of the car lines 
becsuse of lack of passengers. 

The power company line, he claim- 
e|, will serve Sylvan Hills better 
than the present lines, and on the 
nerth, would open up service in sec- 
tions between Piedmont avenue and 
North Boulevard, Piedmont park, 
past Boys’ High school, and on Vir- 
ginia avenue, which now are not serv- 
ed by either cars or busses. 


Temporary Busses. 


It will take several thhonths before 
the coaches ¢an be put in operation, 
Mr. Arkwright said, and in the in- 
terim, the power company has no ob- 
jections to the Crosstown express eon- 
tinuing operation. However, it is 
probable that temporary busses will 
be put into effect March 8, when the 
anti-jitney ordinance goes into effect, 
and will be continued until the per- 
manent coaches can be obtained. 

Alderman J. L. Carpenter spoke 
against granting of the petition, while 
Councilman Saunders favored it.

Justifiable Homicide 
Is Coroner’s Verdict 
In McAllister Case 


Macon, Ga., February 27.--A cor- 
oner’s jury here today investigating 
the death of J. S. McAllister, who 
died last night as the result of a 
gunshot wound in the left chest, re- 
turned a verdict that he died from 
the effect of a gunshot wound in the 
chest, inflicted with a gun in the 
hands of J. N. Davis and that the 


same was justifiable homicide. 

No arrests have been made as the 
result of McAllister’s death. Davis 
claims that McAllister left his house 
Monday night in company with his 
young daughter and that when they 
returned about midnight he refused 
McAllister admission to his home and 
that when he attempted to enter he 
shot him. McAllister has a wife and 
one child living at Albany. 

The body was sent to Mount Ver- 
non, -Ga., this afternoon for funeral 
and interment. 

John McAllister, father of J. S. Me- 
Allister, who with other members of 
the family was at the bedside when 
the wounded man died, said later 
that “I will not prosecute the man 
who murdered my son.” 

He declared that his son on his 
deathbed informed him that he had 
done no harm, he believed that “Davis 
was justified in protecting the sanc- 
tity of his home.”

Siree the war the department has 


speat $246,000,000 on the air serv- 
ice, Weeks stated. Of this, $24,000,- 
OCO went for new aircraft, and $78,- 
000,000 for experimentation and 
velopment. 

On September 30, the air service 
had 1,591 planes, of which 763 were 
in. storage. Most of them are of 
war stock and nearly 400 require re- 
conditioning at an average cost of 
£5,000 each 

“Although an increased number of 
nisnes is needed by the air service, 
the situation indicated above is not 
as deplorable as certain testimony 
mivht lead you to betieve,” the sec- 
retary said. “Incidentally, if millions 
of dollars had been expended on new 
planes in recent years before types 
satisfactory to the air service had 
been adopted, these planes today 
might be elassed as unfit for war 
service and the department criticised 
for wasting large sums of money.” 

Against Separate Department. 

Admiral Sims agrees with the navy 
department and the war department 
that a separate aviation department 
would be inadvisable. Each service 
should develop its own air force, he 
thinks, 

With this exception, he aligned him- 
self with the Mitchell group in charg- 
ing that aviation had been ignored. 

From the time he drew a _ public 
reprimand from President Taft for 
his famous “blood-is-thicker-than-wa- 
ter” speech at Guild Hall, London, 
Admiral Sims has been a cyclone cen- 
ter. He stirred up a sensation by 
publicity attacking the navy’s marks- 
manship and brougbt about intensive 
target practice, which has brought the 
navy marksmanship to a high plane. 
Then, after the war, he was the chief 
figure in the attack on the handling 
of the navy during the war and com- 
plained that the submarine was ig- 
nored. 

Not Impressed With Report. 

Sims said he was not impressed with 
the general board’s report on the bat- 
tleship recently, nor with the bombing 
tests on the Washington. 

“If an air bomb does nothing more 
than slow down a battleship, it means 
the loss of that ship to the fleet,” he 
said. 

“Has the navy ever had a bombing 
test with live bombs?’ Perkins asked. 
*‘[ don’t think so,” Sims replied. 

Disagreeing with Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur, Sims said that a 2,000- 
pound bomb from an airplane could 
sink any battleship afloat.

Fresh Air Needed
